Loosen the soil for a new lawn to a depth of at least six inches. If 
the soil is heavy and inclined to bake, lighten it with peat moss or humus. If 
your soil is sandy add peat moss or humus to help hold the moisture. Most 
of our Long Island soils will need a dose of lime in preparation for a lawn. 
After the soil has been raked smooth fertilize at the rate of two pounds of 
nitrogen per !000 square feet. Sheep Manure or Bone Meal are excellent 
organic fertilizers for this purpose as is the inorganic Scott's Turf Builder. 


Sow as early in the Spring as the working of the soil permits so 
that cool weather and ample rainfall will insure complete germination and a 
good start for the seedlings before hot, dry weather comes. If seeding must 
be delayed, special precautions must be taken to prevent the soil drying out 
or else sow a temporary cover of perennial rye grass. Early Fall is a very de- 
sirable time to seed if moisture is sufficient. 


Reke the seedbed carefully after sowing the seed so that it is lightly 
covered with soil. Then roll with a roller just heavy enough to firm the soil. 
Do not use too heavy a roller as thet will compact the soil. 


In reseeding an old lawn the seed must be covered by raking, or top: 
dressing with peatmoss and soil mixed or humus. Seed thrown on hard ground 
has no chance to grow and will merely wash off. All newly sown lawns 
should be kept moist by frequent, light sprinkling until the grass is ready to be 


mowed.
